SENATOR WAGNER: Mr. Speaker and members, the bill
basically the only thing it rea\ ly does is strike some
language iIn there that takes out the piece that pro-
hibits an NRD district from building a headquarters
building or administration building. If you go back to
the NRD law, it was started back in about 1968-169, and
the bill then at that time was 1357 and the puroose of
the bill was to consolidate the various SWCDs, advisory
groups. There was approximately 500 of them. It
really brought into a consolidat ion a number of these
units like this and then we came up with 24 NRD districts
Some of the senators here were here at that time and
going back to the testimony, it was a pretty lengthy
debate, there was a lot of work that was put in on it.
Senator Kremer was here. Senator Warner, and many of
the others, Senator Carsten and 30 forth. But as the
bill passed across from committee hearings and came here
on the floor there was considerable debate upon it, and
in the last moments of that bill'5 passage there was

a concern about NRDs and building maybe, so to speak,
castles. The amendment was put in there to eliminate
anything like this. Since that time there has been
approximately ten years that have passed. The NRDs are
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
